Poisoning tin a Fine Art

Panama, Joly 7 .—The detail* of U>« 
battle between tho Bhah and Amethmtt 
of tho livitfah navy, and th# rebel Peru¬ 
vian ram IIua»oar t ar.* received. It oo« 
ourred on 20tn May. The English open¬ 
ed fire ut about 600 yards, j^e first shot 
carryin.'g away the flag of Huatear, 
which was immediately replaced. The 
Huasear , replied with the heavy 300 - 
pound lUiikulovH in the turret, aud the 
Am thjit, laying off and on, eteadily 
porsistud in attempts to rake the rain. 
Tho BImK flrod eight broadsides, whieh 
were discharged by elootrity, and In a 
few moiueuts everything on the Huas- 
car’s docks, oxcopt the maets, turret, and 
smoko stuck, disappeared. The Huatear 
continued to fire at regular intervals. A 
sfioll from the Amethyit entered one of 
forward ports, exploding Inside, killing 
one and wounding sovernl. After the 
light had lastod about an hour, th* Aim- 
ihf/nt was seen with thick smoke iseuing 
Bom amidships, aud stsamed out of the 
notion, nut returmug for twenty min¬ 
utes, leaving the Uuatoar aud tihuh alone, 
fho former attempted to ram her adver- 
tsauy, but tho splendid handling of the 
Bhah prevented any sucoossful man<cnvro 
of Hus nature. Olio 0(X)-poimd shot 
ctiuck tho turret of tho lluatoar, pene* 
tmted the iron two inohos. thenrobound* 
ed on i,ho side. Him was hit twioe hy tho 
mhiiio olass el shot and with precisely the 
same result. Tho Reruviatii now adept- 
(1 a now mode of attack—first advancing

Tho Iluatcar, 
alth< ugh'attacked at this time by musk¬ 
etry firing from (L Vermont troops, who 
imagiucd'that a lauding was to be attemp¬ 
ted, sent 'a white flag to the captain of 
of the port hugging ammunition and ask- 
iiig permission to land a few wounded. 
Only one man was killed. This was re- 
f iseil, and uu answer returned calling 
l‘»r the surrender of the ship Tho 
Huasear being short of ammunition, and 
apprehending a repetition of tho English 
attack, tool advantage of a heavy fog, 
ami slipped quietly down to I piique, 
where tho .Clovermont licet was lying, 
and where Pierola hoped to make an ar-„ 
raiigemunt for a combined action against 
the British forces. The movement was 
cafitiously executed, and none too soon, 
for at about ten o’clock a steam launch 
from tho Shall cauio stealing through the 
darkness with a torpedo, aud by mere 
chance avoided fixing it to tho side of a 
coasting steamer, mistaking her for the 
II uu scar.

ON THE REBEL PERUVIAN RAM. 

Panama, July 7.—The detail# of tbe 
battle between tho Shah and Amcthytt 
of tho British navy, and the rebel Peru¬ 
vian ram Huatcar % nr.i received.

Tho lluatcar , 
alt In ugh'attackod at this time by musk¬ 
etry firing from (3, Vermont troops, who 
imiigiued'that a landing was to be attemp¬ 
ted, sent 'u white flag to the captain of 
of the port hogging ammunition and ask¬ 
ing permission to land a few wounded.

We have been requested by Captain 
Sixmnonds to publish the following ex¬ 
planation of the unfortnate affair that 
took place on board hi* steamer on Dom¬ 
inion Day.

Tbi* I 
consider the greatest insult I have ever 
reoelvod. Seeing one of my men with the 
Jack under Id* arm I ordered him to re¬ 
hoist it, whioh ho blankly refusod to do, 
and was backed in hie refusal by mv 

f iilot, both of whom 1 have had arrested, 
ii aonnrdaueo with the Seamen's Exten¬ 
sion Act 1871), for breach of discipline. 
Seeing the state of affairs, 1 took tho flag 
from him and hoisted it myself, and, to 
prevent the Papal flag from blowing over¬ 
board, put mv foot on it whilit hoisting 
theJaok, The moment my flag was at 
tho masthead some thirty or lorfy of the 
Zouaves seized me by tho throat in a 
most nn larruntnblo and brutal *mamior 
direetly under that flag from which 1 
claim protection, and whioh as long as I 
have breath in ino I will uover allow to 
bo insulted ; not oontout with this they 
threatened to pitch mo overboard, and 1 
believe would have carried thoir threat 
into execution had not Mr. Colin Camp¬ 
bell, of the Civil Service, a priest ami a 
French gentleman (whom I nog t > thank 
sincerely) come to my rosoue, whilst not 
one of my contcmptiblo cowardly crow 
stirred to lornl pie a helping baud. I 
cannot speak too highly of the conduct of 
those gout I emeu who ussUtod me and 
enabled mo to get to my cabin wliero I 
was advised by a friendly priest to remain, 
but 1 am not in tho habit of showing the 
white feather, and will always endeavour 
to do my duty and bo at my post oomo 
what winy. 1 am falsely accused of hav¬ 
ing deliberately thrown the Zouaves’ flag 
overboard. I deny most emphatically 
having done so, as I had intended return¬ 
ing it to them had they not provonted 
mo by thoir interference, by which they 
thomselves lost their flag, for the mo¬ 
ment they hauled me away,the flag being 
free blew over tho side, a circumstance I 
sincerely regret. Another assortiou they 
make, which is equally fulse, u Jthat this 
action on my part was prouicdiated. I 
am suro nothing was farther from my 
thoughts. 1 liavo no animosity against 
any mo*., class, or religious sect ; i believe 
every ono has a right to worship God 
according to the dictates of bis conscience 
therefore it was uo hatred or itl-feeliug 
-prompted me to act as 1 did. I felt wh?t 
occurred was a gross insult, and only did 
what in my opinion I was perfectly justi¬ 
fied in doing, and what 1 think any other 
British subject who had any spark of 
loyalty in him would liavo done. If I 
acted wrongly I am sorry for it, but I feel 
I only did my duty, and am suro thot tho 
flag which was so unwarrantably insulted 
will always protect, mo aud all ller Maj¬ 
esty’s loyal subjects.

Shocking Murder. 

A WOMAN KILLS 1IER TWO CHILDREN AND 
ATTEMPTS TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 

A most shocking murtlor occurred at 
Canfield Station on Sunday morning 'ast, 
the details of which are horrible in the 
extreme, and lead one almost to wonder 
if this is a Christian land in which wo 
live. The person who committed this 
most inhuman act is n woman, apparently 
of about do years of ago, and from ap¬ 
pearances she does not look like ope who 
would.be guilty of such a fearful deed, 
and wc cannot help hul think she was 
labouring under temporary insanity at 
tho time, although at present r he is per 
feclly rft*! n,li ^; and uwarejof the couse- 
quence, of the act. It appears that for 
some timo she lias lived with her husband 
on very bad terms, and from her account 
she has bpeu ill-treated, From suspici¬ 
ons slio had contracted, ami from the in¬ 
terference of other parties, she became 
jealous of her husband, and imagined he 
kept company of bad women, and for 
this reason, and because she says she 
was ill-treated, sho atsigus tho capae of 
the murder of her children. There is no 
doubt she is of a very excitable nature, 
and that her feelings had been workod up 
to a dreadful pitch,1 making ^her almost 
crazy from jealous excitement. Tho 
prisoner’s name is Maiy Jane Pevey, 
wife ol Christopher Pevey, employed as 
section-boss on the Canada Southern 
Railroad at Cunfiehjl Station. It appears 
that l'evey went away and said that ho 
was never coming back. 1’he prisoner 
hud got it in her head that ho had gone 
off with another woman, and imagined 
that the people of the plncj were down on 
her. On Sunday morning she sot Tiro to 
her house, aud took her two ohildroi to 
the cistern,struck them on tho hind with 
a stone, throw thorn into tho cist urn, 
which was nearly full of water, and then 
jumped in herself, iute..ding to commit 
suicide. Tho lire, attracted soiuo people, 
and the prisoner was found clinging to 
the top of the cistern with her hands, and 
her feet caught on the.opposite side. The 
children were both d<md. Their heads 
were badly bruised, But they had evi¬ 
dently been thrown in the water while 
yet alive 

A coroner’s inquest was held on fho re¬ 
mains of the chiidreDi, and tlie jury re¬ 
turned a verdict that they had come t<* 
their death at the hands of their mother 
while labouring under a tit of temporary 
insanity. The prisoner was lodge in the 
Siincoo gaol <m Monday last. 

How any woman could he guilty of 
such an atrocious act is indeed incompre¬ 
hensible. Although she may have been

A Harbok Obstruction. 

A dangerous and hidden ft^ruction to 
our river navigation lies directly in the 
channel, attput midway between Mr. 
Isiab Huffman* and Mr. John Congers. 
It is a large rook about seven feet across 
the top, and only six feet below high water 
mark. Several vessels have been more 
or less damaged by striking this unseen 
danger. The Kincardine bloke her wheel 
ami the old Ivanhoe was siinilarilv dara- 
azed twice, Rathbun’s tug has also col¬ 
lided at different times, besides several 
schooners and other vessels not reported. 
Each case involves a loss of over |25, 
with the attendant delay &c. The above 
fact are well known to vessel owners and 
navigatois, it seems strange that such a 
fatal spot should bo overlooked wh'.le so 
much useless mud was carefully removed 
during the progress of dredging. Mr. 
Neil MoCullough has been diving and 
making a careful survey of the exact lo¬ 
cation, and size of the rock in question, 
he oflers to remove it for 860 we believe 
he has teudered to the authorities to that 
effect, Mr. M. is thoroughly competent to 
undertake this tank and the sum asked, is 
as nothing compared with its removal.

Steamship Collision at Montreal 

TWO OCKAN STEAMERS HUNK IN THE CHAN¬ 
NEL—LOSS $175,000. 

On the nfterfioou of the 4th inst., two 
ocean steamships, the Elphinstone and 
Redewater collided and sunk just below 
Montreal. Tho Retie water, which was 
coming down with tlio full forco of the 
current, finding it impossible to avoid a 
collision, steered straight tor tho Elphin- 
stoucio strike her amidships. Both ^ousels 
were badly injured by the collisior, the 
accident proving to bo one of the worst 
that has occurred As soon as tho vessels 
could be separated an attempt was made 
to run the El\>hinstonc into the Montreal 
harbour, but before reaching it she filled 
and sank.

Steamship Collision at Montreal 

TWO OCKAN STEAM Efts HlTNK IN THK CHAN- 
NKL—LOSS 8175,000. 

On the efteruoon of tho 4th inst., two 
ocean steamships, the Elphinntone and 
Rede tv ate r Collided and sunk just below 
Montreal. Tho Redewatcr, which was 
coming down with the full forco of the 
current, finding it impossible to avoid a 
collision, steered straight tor tho Elphin - 
sloncio s-tnko her amidships. Both Vessels 
were badly injured by the collision, the 
accident proving to be one of the worst 
that has occurred As soon as the vessels 
could be separated an attempt was made 
to run tho Elphinatonc into the Montreal 
harbour, hut. before reaching it she filled 
and sank. The Redewatcr ,'which also 
sunk had a cargo of 04,427 hush, corn 
fully insured, and valued at 850,000, she 
was hound to London. She is owned 
at Nowc.istlo ou-Tyne, Eng. The grain 
in swelling hurst tho vessels deck. The 
Elphinstone is a schoonor-rigged iron 
ship of 1,700 tons register, with a burden 
of over 2,500 tens, and was built in 1874, 
at Newcastle on-Tyuc. Eng. Sho is 
laden with a cargo of 2,000 tons, valued 
at 850,(H)0, consisting of iron rails and 
coals. She lies now in the main channel, 
opposite Bouchard’s Hotel, lluchelaga, 
to which point sho was brought altor tho 
collision in an unsuccessful attempt to 
steam her up to the Hoclielaga Wharf, 
where she was to have discharged her 
cargo.

AGRICULTURAL AND DOMESTIC 


Neglect of Pasture* 

Th » is the only country in the world, 
the Chicago Timet says, where any pre* 
tensions aro made to good fanning that 
no attention is given t ^improving pas- 
tuers. In taking up & new farm, the 
forest portion i* invariably set apart for 
the pasture. Aftor the host portion* are 
planted and *own to annual crops, t?o 
long as they will j»ay ttio cost of cultiva¬ 
tion, the land is seeded down with grass. 
This is cut and cured for hay, till the 
farmer is ashamed of himself of the small 
amount he gets from an acre, when he 
concludes that ho will conv rt the 
field into a pasture. IIo seldom seems to 
think that his pasture is his great source 
of woalth ; that his cows get from it the 
materials which furnish milk ; that the 
grass it produces makes most ot the wool, 
beef, and motton he has tv) sell ; and that 
al! his young cattle obtain their living 
from the pasture about seven months in 
every year. lie seems to forget that he 
and his teams work all summer chietly to 
obtain food which the atock consumes 
during the the winter, while his pastures 
furnish a supply fora longer period, with¬ 
out any labor being expended upon 
them. 

Land once turned out to pasture is 
doomed to neglect so long as it is devot¬ 
ed to that purpose. Woods and bushes 
are permitted to spring up and spread at 
will As the grass in places becomes 
killed out,the spots are allowel to remain 
barren. A large proportion oi the stock 
kept in tho pasturo an: yarded at night, 
and most of their droppings aro left, 
whon they aro taken to cultivate fields. 
Even those that fall on the pastures are 
not broken up and scattered, as they 
should he. The rank grasses which 
■pring up,but which are not eaten by the 
stock, are allowed to go to seed, and in 
this way gradually extended over a large 
portion of the ground No Western 
farmer thinks to apply farm-yard, min¬ 
eral, or commercial fertilizers to his 
pasture If a portion of it happens to 
become rich by tho cattle, sheep, or colts 
remaining on it during the night, tho 
chances are that ho will plow it up and 
put it in cultivated crops ; and turn out 
another pieco of land that is in too poor 
condition ♦<» produce corn, grain, or 
hay. 

In England pastures receive constant 
attention and increase in productiveness 
year by year. They aro generally in so 
high a state of fertility that a good crop 
of hay may he harvested from them, if 
tho stock is taken oft’, as is done occasion¬ 
ally. They are manured like lands which 
produce annual crops, the fertilizers being 
applied late in tlm fall or very early in 
the spring. They are ordinarily mown 
at least ouco every season, so as to keep 
down the weeds and coarse grasses. By 
cutting them off, short grasses spring up, 
wliilo the and rank grassos that are cut 
down help to otirich the soil. The turf, 
once well established, may not bo turned 
during a century ; but it is occasionally 
scarified by a utensil made especially tor 
the purpose, so as to lay bare some fresh 
soil, on which the seed of more valuable 
grasses may bo sown. A grout variety of 
•grasses is produced on English pastures 
and attention is given to seeding peculiar 
soils and locations with grasses that are 
adapted to thoin. In this country little 
or no attention is given to this mattor, 
but th*grasses are loft to establish them¬ 
selves as best they will. In some localities 
white clover, redtop, and blue grass, all 
good pasturo grasses, will, by a process of 
self-sooding or extension of their roots, 
establish themselves over a considerable 
amount of ground. Under unfavorable 
circumstances, however, sorrel, burdock, 
thistles, and coarse grasses will take 
possession of the land.— N, Y Indepen¬ 
dent.

In England pastures receive constant 
attention and increase in productiveness

ally. They are manured like lands whic h 
produce annual crops, the fertilizers being 
applied late in the fall or very early in 
tho spring. They are ordinarily mown 
at least once every season, so a* to keep 
down tho weeds and course grasses. By 
cutting them off, short grasses spring up, 
whilo the and rank grasses that are cut 
down help to enrich the soil. The turf, 
oneg woll established, may not he turned 
during a century ; hut it is occasionally 
scarified hy a utensil made especially tor 
the purpose, so ns to lay bare some fresh 
soil, on which the soed of more valuable 
grasses may bo sown. A great variety of 
♦grasses is produced on English pastures 
and attention is given to seeding peculiar 
soils and locations with grasses that are 
adapted to them. In this country little 
or no attention is given to this matter, 
but the grassos aro loft to establish them¬ 
selves as host they will. In some localities 
white clover, redtop, and blue grass, all 
j good pasturo grasses, will, by a process of 
self-flooding or extension of their roots, 
establish themselves over a considerable 
amount of ground. Under unfavorable 
circumstances, however, sorrel, burdock, 
thistle^L and coarse grasses will take 
possesion oftbeland,—AJ, V. Indepen¬ 
dent. 


The Potato Bug 

I’orleflsor Ooossman, of the Agricul¬ 
tural Collego, lma thoroughly analyzod 
tho effect of Paris green on the potato, 
and finds that the arsenic from it does not 
and cannot ontor into tin circulation of 
the yino, agreeing fully with the author¬ 
ities of the Western colleges that no harm 
will come by the use of this poison. He 
adds :
